Dr. Oscar Martin 
Dies Suddenly 
At Rockport 

Dr. Oscar Martin of 11 Hyde st.. 
Newton Highlands, for the past 24 
years a member of Newton High 
School faculty, faculty manager of 
athletics and hockey coach at the 
school, died suddenly of heart fail- 
ure at Rockport on August 30. . Dr. 
Martin was swimming a short dis- 
til nee from the shore when he wus 
seized with a cramp. He was res- 
cued by his daughter, Catherine S. 
Martin, and Richard Jarrell. He 
seemed to be recovering from the 
cramp when he collapsed. His daugh- 
ter ran a half mile to a roadside 
stand to telephone for aid. Dr. Mar- 
tin's wife, Mrs. Grace (Wood) Mar- 
tin. and his other daughter, Eugenia 
Martin, were on an automobile trip 
tc Washington and did not know of 
his death until they arrived back at 
their home. 

Oscar Martin was horn in Oslo, 
Norway. 59 years ago. As a hoy and 
youth lie was a deep sea sailor, serv- 
ing on the square rigged ships of 
that period. He settled in this coun- 
try and uttended the Y. M. C. A. 
Training School at Springfield, where 
lie became expert in athletics and 
gymnastics. Later lie entered Tufts 
Medical School and graduated there 
25 years ago. He taught at Tufts 
about a year and then came to New- 
ton High School. He was prominent 
in the Stnte Coaches Association and 
served a number of years as its pres- 
ident and was also President of the 
Suburban League for several years. 
He was a member of Daliiousie Lodge 
of Masons. 

Funeral services were held at New- 
ten Highlands Congregational Church 
on Tuesday afternoon. Rev. Ben 
Roberts officiated. Interment was 
at Newton Cemetery. Dr. Martin is 
survived by his widow and two 
daughters.

Work Being Rushed 
On Oak Hill School 


Work on the Dak Hill School which 
is being built on Meadowbrook rd. 
adjacent to Oak Hill Village, Newton 
Centre, is being pushed rapidly and 
pjesent Indications are lhat It will 
he completed ahead of the time stip- 
ulated in the contract. It Is expected 
lhat the school will be ready to re- 
ceive pupils after the Christmas va- 
cation. 

This is the new grade school and 
kindergarten being built by the city 
of Newton as a WPA project. The 
contractors are A. Piotti & Co.. Bos- 
ton. The city of Newton appropri- 
ated $223,000.00 for this school which 
will serve the Oak Hill District in 
tlie fast growing section of Newton, 
south of the Worcester turnpike, im- 
mediately adjacent to Oak Hill Vil- 
lage. 

The Oak Hill School will comprise 
six grades, a kindergarten and a 
branch of the Newton Public Library. 
The Architects are Densmore. LeClear 
and Robbins. It is a brick building 
of Georgian Colonial design and em- 
bodies all the best features found in 
a modern school building. Adjacent 
to the school is the playground and 
park of about 45 acres which will pro- 
vide room for all varieties of out-door 
activities. It probably is the largest 
park and playground in Metropolitan 
Boston comprising an area larger than 
Boston Common. This park and play- 
ground can be reached by the chil- 
dren residing in the Oak Hill School 
district without crossing any main 
highways. 

Part of the program for building the 
school included extending Meadow- 
brook rd. from Country Club rd. in 
Oak Hill Village, a distance of about 
one quarter of a mile. This road was 
sub-graded and a drainage system in- 
stalled to provide access for building 
materials on the school site. The 
Street Department of the city of New- 
ton are now completing the road and 
it will be finished before the school 
(•pens. 

Alsc the city appropriated $329,000 
for the extension of a sewer from 
Newton Highlands to the Oak Hill 
School. This contract was awarded 
to the Barletta Co., Newton Centre, 
and work is being rushed and has 
been completed to Dedham st. It will 
shortly be extended to the school site 
and Oak Hill Village. 


Street Dept. 

Tries Labor 
Saving Device 

The Newton Street Department has 
been testing a device which will 
eliminate the labor of about a score 
of employees if its use in this oltv is 
adopted. A trial of the device was 
made tlie past week at several catch 
basins in the city, including the basin 
at the corner of Centre st. and Centre 
ave., Newton. The invention is a 
large iron bucket. 22 inches wide and 
about 30 deep which is placed in a 
catch basin. It holds about 6 cubic 
feet of silt and a pipe arrangement 
with a plunger keeps it from being 
held to the bottom of the basin by 
suction. A handle on the bucket per- 
mits it to be grabbed by a hook from 
a crane hv which it is lifted into a 
truck and dumped. 

About 24 men are regularly em- 
ployed cleaning nuid out of catch bas- 
ins in Newton. It takes about a half 
day for a man to shovel the mud out 
of a catch basin. It takes two men 
on a truck about 10 minutes to re- 
move one of the patented buckets 
from a catch basin, drain and empty 
it The manufacturer of the buck- 
ets claims they will pay for them- 
selves in a couple of years.

In the death of Dr. Oscar Martin this week the Newton High 
school faculty has lost a beloved member. During the twenty- 
four years that “Doc”, as he was known to all, served as 
physical director, hockey coach and faculty manager of ath- 
letics, we learned to know him well and to cherish his friend- 
ship. Throughout his career he embodied to a most unusual 
degree the straight and clean things of life. He displayed a 
rare combination of gentleness and courage which endeared 
him to all. And in the more or less frequent moments of ex- 
citement of sport he never lost his temper nor forgot his re- 
sponsibility as a teacher of youth. To Dr. Martin, more than 
to any other one person, belongs the credit for the clean and 
high plane upon which Newton High school athletics have 
stood for years. Born in Norway it was but natural that he 
should learn to love the sea in his youth and to follow it as 
so many of his ancestral fathers had done. Those days gone by 
were among his dearest memories and it would seem like poetic 
destiny that death should come while he enjoyed the rolling 
waves of the ocean, unafraid and undaunted. 

As we think back over the years that Dr. Martin directed the 
physical welfare of the youth of Newton we realize more 
fully the permanent good which he accomplished. Hundreds, 
even thousands, of boys were improved in health while in his 
care.

Individually and collectively he molded 
the future of many athletes. His outstanding modesty was 
ever present though the honors which his teams won were fre- 
quent. He always gave the entire credit to the boys with never 
a thought of himself. As they left high school he watched 
their rise to further athletic glory with great interest. “Doc” 
never forgot his boys and his boys will never forget “Doc.”

A CAMPAIGN OF INFORMATION 

There is more general interest in the state election this fall, 
particularly as it affects the membership of the State Legisla- 
ture. The Massachusetts Federation of Taxpayers’ Associa- 
tions has begun a publicity campaign which focuses the at- 
tention of the taxpayers upon the actions of their State Sen- 
ators and Representatives on five major measures of the past 
two years. Locally the information will be distributed by the 
Newton Taxpayers’ Association, which was formed last spring, 
and which became federated with the parent organization. 

The five measures are described in the tabulated vote which 
appears in the news columns. As should be expected Newton’s 
members of the Legislature voted in favor of the taxpayer 
almost without exception. Speaker Saltonstall was not re- 
corded on two measures, as he ordinarily votes only in case of 
a tie. Senator Hollis voted in favor of the highway bond issue 
of 1935 on the basis that it would insure the receipts from gas- 
oline taxes being spent on highways. The House members 
voted against the bond issue on the basis that the taxpayers’ 
burdens would be increased. On all other votes it will be

The vast sums of money appropri- 
ated by your legislators all come out 
of you in taxes. Thus the acts of 
your legislators have a direct bear- 
ing on your tax burden — on your poc- 
ketbook.

Powers’ Paragraphs 


On Tuesday, September 15th, the 
State Primary Election will he held. 
Too many citizens do not realize the 
importance of the Primary. TIiIr has 
been evidenced for years by the fact 
that only a small percentage of vo- 
ters participate in primary elections. 
In districts that are strongly Repub- 
lican. a nomination as the candidate 
of that party Is usually equivalent to 
election to a State office or to Con- 
gress. The same holds true In dis- 
tricts which are strongly Democratic. 
Newton lias been one of the strongest 
Republican communities in Massachu- 
setts. A Republican nomination for 
Representative to the Legislature 
from Newton has with a couple of ex- 
ceptions always been equivalent to 
election. The exceptions were Re- 
publicans who were defeated for the 
nomination and who ran as independ- 
ents. But. to our knowledge, no Dem- 
ocrat has been elected from Newton 
as one of its Representatives in the 
General Court. Certainly not in the 
past half-century. 

Newton has four Representatives in 
the Legislature; two from the Fourth 
Middlesex District which comprises 
Wurds 1. 2, 3 and 7, and two from the 
Fifth Middlesex District which in- 
cludes Wards 4. 5 und 6. In the Fourth 
District the present Representatives, 
William B. Baker of West Newton and 
Warren K. Brimblecom of Newtonville, 
are candidates for the Republican 
nominations. Baker has served In the 
Legislature for the past 8 years. Brim- 
blecom for the past 4. Botli have long 
been active members of the Republi- 
can party in tills city. Opposing them 
for the Republican nominations are 
James I’. Akins of Newton, Alfred V. 
Guzzi of West Newton and Ellis Sut- 
cliffe of Newton. Mr. Sutcliffe, who 
is engaged la the automobile business 
at Newton Upper Falls, took an active 
part in Newton’s municipal elections 
in 1933, 1934 and 1935 as a candidate 
for Alderman trom Ward 7, but was 
not elected. He lias been a registered 
Republican. 

Mr. Akins, who is a lawyer, Is serv- 
ing his second year in t lie Newton 
Board of Aldermen us Ward Alder- 
man from Ward 1. He bus been a reg- 
istered Democrat and Is a member of 
tile Democratic Ward and City Com- 
mittee. Mr. Guzzi. who has been em- 
ployed as a janitor at the Levi War- 
ren School, was transferred this week 
to tlie Newton Street Department of 
which lie was formerly an employee. 
He entered politics as soon us he at- 
tained his majority and was an unsuc- 
cessful candidate for Alilerman-ut- 
Large from Ward 3 ill 1931. 1932 and 
1933. In 1934 lie was elected Ward 
Alderman from Ward 3 and last year 
lie was reelected. Guzzi registered as 
a Republican ill 1930, shifted in 1933 
and registered as a Democrat, and oil 
August 10 of tills year cancelled his 
registration ns a Democrat. 

Shortly after Al ins and Guzzi were 
reelected Aldermen lust December, 
both announced that they would he 
candidates for Representative at the 
election next November. Guzzi an- 
nounced that he would run us an In- 
dependent and both lie and Akins 
also stated they would seek the Dem- 
ocratic nominations. Later, Guzzi 
filed a nomination paper us a candi- 
date for the Republican nomination 
und Akins followed suit. Guzzi has 
been quite energetic in Ills political 
aspirations. At the municipal elec- 
tion last December he waged an inten- 
sive campaign and hail over a score 
of automobiles ut the polling places 
In West Newton. There is no doubt 
but that he will bend every effort to 
Induce as many of his friends as lie 
possibly can to go to the primary elec- 
tion on Tuesday, Sept. 15, to obtain 
Republican ballots and vote for him. 
A large percentage of these would 
also vote for Akins. 

So, If bona fidg Republicans ot 
Newton don't want to learn the dis- 
agreeable news on Tuesday night, 
Sept. 15th, that two ardent admirers 
of Governor James M. Curley have 
captured the Republican nominations 
as Representatives to the General 
Court from the Fourth Middlesex Dis- 
trict, It behooves them to participate 
in tlie primary election on that day. 
Scoffers may suy — “Such a thing 
couldn't happen in Newton." But, it 
might. 

In the Fifth Middlesex District, 
Wurds 4, 5 and 6, there Is a free for 
all fight. Seven candidates are con- 
testing for the two Republican nomi- 
nations. They include Clarence S. 
Luitwieler of Newton Highlands who 
has been a Representative from this 
city for the past 12 years, John Tem- 
pi rley of Newton Upper Falls who 
has been u member of tlie Newton 
Board of Aldermen for nearly 10 
years, Edwin H. Cooper of Waban, 
Douglas U. Francis of Newton Center, 
John A. Jan.se of Newton Center, 
Nicholas A. I.oumos of Newton Cen- 
tre and Robert A. Quint of Newton 
Highlands. Leverett Saltonstall who 
is serving his 14th year us a Repre- 
sentative, S of which lie lias been 
Speaker of tlie House, is not a can- 
didate for re-election as he iH the Re- 
publican nominee for Lieutenant 
Governor. 

Luitwieler, who observed Ilia 75lli 
birthday recently and who has 
served much longer than tlie ordinary 
Legislator. Is conceded to huve a 
more than good chance of being re- 
nomlnuted. He has a large follow- 
ing. Tempet’ley lias achieved an en- 
viable reputation for honesty und in- 
dependence through ills long service 
in the Hoard of Aldermen. His politi- 
cal strength was proved by two vic- 
tories he gained over tlie opposition 
of the Weeks' organization In 1931 
and 1933. Cooper has boon prominent 
in veteran organizations and will 
probably draw considerable support 
from former service men. Francis is 
an investment counsel, lie wus tie 
live In the Weeks's organization und 
ic is expected thut lie will receive the 
co-operutlou of those who wore asso- 


ciated with him in that organisation, 
ninny of whom nre members of the 
Hepuhlirnn Wnrd committees In 
Wards 4, 6 nnd fi. Janse has been a 
resident of Newton Center since boy- 
hood nnd Is quite popular. He is in 
tlie trucking business and for the 
past nine years has efficiently tilled 
the contract for the collection of 
Newton’s garbage. Ignimos Is a law- 
yer and one of the most prominent of 
tlie Greek-Amerlcan citizens of Great- 
er Boston. Quint Is also a lawyer. 
He was a candidate for Alderman from 
Ward 5 at the city election Inst De- 
ci niber. 


Residents of Newton are criticis- 
ing the Roston & Albany railroad ser- 
vice.

We admired Dr. Oscar Martin be- 
cause he was a sincere, unaffected 
man. He was a poor boy, who 
through hard work elevated himsilf 
to a successful professional earr *. 
Oscar Martin was honest, genuine. 
He did not pose, never tried to ap- 
pear learned or uppish. For 24 years 
he rendered invaluable, unselfish serv- 
ice to the youth of Newton.

Attorney Arthur Blakemore Says That Justice Has Not Been 
Accorded To His Client 


A new petition for tho laying out 
and acceptance of a street which 
would start between 584 and 594 Cen- 
tre st., Newton and run for 200 feet 
easterly was given a hearing by the 
Board »r Aldermen on Tuesday night. 
Arthur W. Blakemore appeared for 
Daniel Cetrone the petitioner and 
presented a lengthy argument to jus- 
tify tlie granting of the petition. Mr. 
Blakemore said In part that: 

“Justice Stone of the United States 
Supreme Court has recently com- 
mented on tho large increase during 
the last few years in the number and 
authority of administrative boards 
who are, as he points out, exercis- 
ing Judicial powers. In passing on 
this petition you are sitting as a 
judicial body. 

"There has been so much misin- 
formation concerning the law and the 
facts in this case that I most earn- 
estly suggest that acting as a judicial 
body you appoint one of your num- 
ber. an unprejudiced fair minded law- 
yer, to Investigate and report upon 
the whole situation here. This prac-

VOTE SEPT. 15th 


The petition of George S. Wilbur 
for a renewal of the permit expiring 
October 1st to continue the use of 
buildings and machinery in connec- 
tion with a gravel screen in plant 
near Wiswall road. Oak Hill, was re- 
fused on Tuesday night by the Newton 
Board of Aldermen following a 
lengthy public hearing. A large num- 
ber of Oak Hill residents were pres- 
ent at the hearing to protest against 
any renewal of the permit. 

Mr. Wilbur, speaking in favor of 
the petition said it was for use of 
certain structures one-half mile dis- 
tant from IX'dham st. and that it was 
not for a permit to excavate gravel 
or conduct a gravel pit. He said 
that by giving him an extension of 
the permit it will make the land 
better for residential purposes. He 
stated that some of the conditions 
under which he has had to operate 
the past couple of years have caused 
him much expense and have been of 
little benefit to the city. He argued 
that no abuttors to his property have 
ever objected to his business; the 
protests have come from persons who 
reside at a distance. James P. Esty 
of 927 Dedham st.. whose property 
adjoins that of Wilbur, favored the 
petition. He said the operations in 
excavating gravel and making re- 
fills on the area have been for the 
benefit of the city. A considerable 
area of land owned by the Esty fam- 
ily was used in connection with the 
gravel business activities. 

Warren H. Conn of Arnold rd., Oak 
Hill lead the opposition against the 
renewal of the permit. He said he 
represented 65 residents of Dedham 
and Parker sts. who signed a petition 
two months ago protesting against a 
trucking nuisance on these streets 
allegedly caused by trucks going to 
and coming from the Highland Sand 
& Gravel Company pit. He said Oak 
Hill residents have suffered for S 
years from this trucking nuisance, 
and he estimated that an average of 
20,000 trips yearly are made by trucks 
going to and coming from the pit. 
He stated that in one hour 35 trucks 
had been counted, and that the con- 
ditions regarding the hours of start- 
ing and finishing operations at the 
pit were not conformed to. He said 
tlte noise the trucks make is terrific, 
that small children cannot take their 
naps, and the ill suffer. He asserted 
that the trucks were overloaded and 
travelled at high speeds, and that the 
only way to stop the trucking nui- 
sance is to shut off operations at the 
pit. He stated that Wilbur, the peti- 
tioner. has not been filling the terms 
of his agreement with the city, and 
that for the past 2 years he has been 
excavating on land owned by Esty 
and others. 

Questioned by Alderman Colby, 
Conn said lie resides 3-4 of a mile 
front the gravel pit and that most of 


the other objectors reside equally di ■ 
tant. He said he cannot hear t) 
noise of the machinery at the pic, 
and that besides the trucking nui- 
sance, the conduct of a business of 
this type does not belong in a resi- 
dential community such as Oak Hill. 
In answer to a question by Aider- 
man Jamieson, Conn admitted that he 
was not certain that all the trucks 
come from Wilbur's pit. 

Arnold Hartmann of Rosalie rd. 
said Oak Hill people have been pa- 
tient regarding the nuisance caused 
by the trucking from the pit and 
that this nuisance should be abated 
without further delay. George Hem- 
ingway of 592 Parker st. told the Al- 
dermen they should protect people of 
Newton. He said some had evi- 
denced a wrong attitude at the hear- 
ing. Henry' S. Cummings said the 
excavating on the Esty property has 
been completed and that the gravel 
and sand is now being brought from 
land over the West Roxbury line. 
He admitted that Wilbur has done 
well in filling in the pit to specified 
grades, but he urged the refusal of 
the petition to abolish the trucking 
nuisance. 

Alderman McKay asked Wilbur 
where he will get his material, inas- 
much as the latter had stated the 
petition did not deal with excavating 
on the property. Wilbur answered that 
there is still much material on his 
land and that of Esty and that his 
attorney had informed him that no 
permit is required to excavate this 
material. 

Alderman Rawson told Wilbur that 
he telephoned him last February and 
advised him to see City Solicitor 
Bartlett because of the new ordinance 
passed by the Aldermen which pro- 
hibited temporary permits for the 
excavating of gravel from being ex- 
tended from year to year. Wilbur 
replied that he had called Bartlett’s 
office a couple of times and had con- 
tacted him a couple of weeks ago. 
He said that the opinion of his at- 
torney differed from that of the City 
Solicitor. 

Simon Segal of Dedham st.. Oak 
Hill, said he goes to New York fre- 
quently and stops at a hotel in the 
noisiest part of that city, but he can 
sleep there. He said he cannot sleep 
at his Oak Hill home when the trucks 
start mornings about 6.40. O. H.

Mr. Wood is the 
choice. He has been an active campaigner for the Repub- 
lican party for many years. 

We shall vote for former Congressman Robert Luce in 
preference to his opponent Edward M. Rowe, who has much 
to commend his candidacy among those who believe that Mr.

SCHOOL DAYS ARE HERE AGAIN 

School days are here again. On Monday morning the New- 
ton schools will reopen for another term. Thousands of girls 
and boys will resume their efforts to obtain an education which 
will fit them for their future careers in one line of endeavor 
or another. History shows us clearly that education has al- 
ways been of paramount importance in the building of a 
better civilization and it is of utmost importance that our 
school children be impressed with its value. In later life 
they will realize that the opportunity for education is one 
of the greatest privileges given to youth. 


TO REPUBLICAN VOTERS 


Although there are but three contests in the selection of 
candidates for the seven principal offices to be voted on 
throughout the Commonwealth, the primary election next 
Tuesday is of significant importance to the Republican voters 
of Newton. The entrance of candidates with Democratic 
leanings and affiliations into the Republican primary in an 
effort to obtain the Republican nomination for Representative 
in the 4th Middlesex district should be emphatically rejected. 
Aldermen Akins and Guzzi are seeking both the Democratic 
and Republican nominations and Mr. Guzzi has also filed as 
an independent candidate in the November election. It is 
evident that if successful in their efforts to defeat the two ; 
present Republican Representatives, William B. Baker and 
Warren K. Brimblecom, and if elected to the State Legisla-| 
ture that they would be unable properly to represent the 
voters of Newton. During the past four years as a member of 
the House of Representatives there have been many occasions 
when we have observed members nominally known as Repub- 
licans but with Democratic leanings or affiliations voting 
against the party which they claim to represent. These actions 
have brought the criticisms of all right thinking citizens, tax- [ 
payers’ associations and many press* writers and are in a 
great measure responsible for the passage in 1936 of the 
largest state budget in the history of the state, the curbing 
projects along state highways, and numerous other spending 
measures of waste and extravagance. Inasmuch as both Mr. 
Akins and Mr. Guzzi have in the past two years expressed their 
approval of the Governor and some of his ideas it is difficult 
to understand how they can do otherwise than to continue to 
support such a program. 

Throughout our service as a Representative we have en- 
deavored to relieve the burden on the taxpayer. We have at- 
tempted to be conservative yet broadminded and we have, we 
believe, the confidence of the voters. Representative Baker 
of West Newton has been a prominent opponent of the Curley 
administration through his important post as a member of 
the Ways and Means committee. He has an intimate knowledge 
of the finances of the state and of the necessity or lack of 
desirability of funds for one type of wprk or another. It is 
beyond the realm of our imagination to conceive that his place 
could be acceptably filled by any other candidate. A fifth 
candidate on the ballot for the Republican nomination for 
Representative is Ellis R. Sutcliffe. As a candidate for aider- 
man in previous years he was twice defeated and the only 
practical result of his candidacy will be to take votes from 
the other candidates. When thoroughly acquainted with the 
situation confronting them we are positive that the voters 
will realize the importance of renominating the present Rep- 
resentatives. 


In the 5th Middlesex District comprised of the south side 
of the city, Wards 4. 5, and 6, the contest for the seat formerly 
held by Leverett Saltonstall, Speaker of the House, is causing 
considerable interest. Representative Luitwieler, a veteran 
legislator of twelve years, is seeking re-election with six other 
candidates in the field with him for the two seats. To select 
their candidates is the task of the voters. Considerable publicity 
has been given to the individuals and most of them are well 
and favorably known. As a member of the legislature it 
would be decidedly improper for us to express our belief as to 
whom we would support in that district. May the best men win. 

There are other contests on the Republican ballot upon 
which many voters may be undecided. John W. Haigis, can- 
didate for governor ; Leverett Saltonstall, candidate for lieu- 
tenant governor; Frederic W. Cook, candidate for Secretary 
of State ; and Felix Forte, candidate for Attorney General, 
are all unopposed. William E. Hurley is our choice as the 
Republican candidate for Treasurer and Receiver General. 
Endorsed by the Republican pre-primary convention he has 
a decided edge upon his opponents, the former Postmaster 
of Boston who was removed by the political patronage of the 
New Deal, Fred J. Burrell, a former Treasurer who resigned 
under fire and an assistant district attorney, W. G. Andrew. 

Henry Cabot Lodge, the convention nominee for Senator, 
is being opposed for the Republican nomination by former 
State Auditor Alonzo B. Cook and a Greenfield gentleman by 
the name of Gray. Mr. Cook has always been a thorn in the 
side of the Republican party and for the past few years has 
been too intimate with Governor Curley’s political machine to 
enthuse Republican voters. Mr. Lodge has the call by a wide 
margin and should receive a handsome vote in Newton. 

The contest for auditor is between Russell A. Wood of Cum-

Edward Dudley of Parker st., New- 
ton Centre, who has been raising cat- 
tle in Texas for several years, has 
suffered heavy losses in cattle by 
drought prevailing through that re- 
gion this season. 

The high school students from the 
Upper Falls have been on the anxious 
seut since the close of school last 
June on account of the uncertainty of 
the barge running. We understand 
that it will resume its usual trips next 
Monday morning. 

Koine person or persons entered 
James White’s premises at Newton 
Highlands the other night and cut up 
and ruined 20 of his finest melons. 
Mr. White said he would have willing- 
ly given the melons hud the tres- 
passers wished to eat them, hut to see 
his property destroyed Is a little too 
much. He has offered a rewurd of 
$25 for the apprehension of the guilty 
parties. 

At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday evening a petition 
wus reeelved from the Newton Elec- 
tric Light and Power Company for 
leuvo to erect poles uml run wires for 
Hie purpose of transmitting electricity 
to furnish light and power through 
the principal streets of this city. The 
petition was signed by Horace It. Park- 
er, president; Austin It. Mitchell, Hen- 
ry F. Ross, George W. Morse, direc- 
tors. The capital Htock Is $25,110(1 uml 
R bus ull been subscribed. It is pro- 
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One of the principal causes of auto- 
mobile accidents in which thousands 
of persons arc killed annually In tills 
country and hundreds of thousands 
injured — Is speeding. There Is little 
hope that these unnecessary deaths 
and injuries will he appreciably les- 
soned when so many judges make 
good fellows of themselves by plac- 
ing on file cases of persons found 
guilty of speeding and other viola- 
tions of automobile laws. Neither are 
judges co-operating in promoting high- 
way safety who defeat the Massachu- 
setts law which specifics a mandatory 
fine of $25 for anyone convicted twice 
within a year of speeding, when they 
file cases of such confirmed speed- 
ers. 


The test which the Newton Street 
Department has been making of con- 
tainers for catch basins which are 
designed to eliminate the labor ol 
about a score of men has caused con- 
siderable interest in this city. Criti- 
cism has been heard that when extra- 
ordinary efforts have been made the 
past 6 years to find employment for 
men, any move which would further 
reduce employment is not desirable 
It is also stated that the thousands 
ol catch basins in Newton art* not of 
uniform size. Twenty and more years 
ago they were constructed regardless 
of any standard in size or shape. 
Some were square, some rectangular 
and others circular; all of these more 
oi less Irregular in shape, in more 
recent years the catch basins have 
been constructed without exactitude 
in measurements. This means that a 
large percentage of catch basins in 
this city would have to have especi- 
ally constructed containers made to 
receive the dirt and rubbish which 
would flow in. 

If the catch basins in Newton, or a 
large percentage of them are a size 
and shape where it would he practical 
to use the containers, undoubtedly the 
use of these devices would result in 
a considerable savings. Wo would 
he opposed to any city employees los- 
ing their positions as a result. But, 
they could he transferred to the much 
needed work of keeping our streets 
clean and the borders of streets in 
proper condition. In fact, fifty men 
could he kept busy at these tasks. 


Legal observance of the Sabbath 
Day is being Ignored to a consider- 
able degree in this city. On Sundays 
ifecently building tradesmen have 
been busily nnd audibly working in 
houses under construction not far from 
Waverley ave., Newton. And truck! 
continue to deliver merchandise oi. 
Sunday nights to units of a corpora- 
tion which operates grocery stores 
and markets in this city. The po- 
lice should make a few arrests of 
these violators of the Sabbath law. 


Next Tuesday, September 15th, the 
primary election will he held. The 
quantity of candidates for State and 
County offices is unsurpassed. The 
quality of many of these candidates 
is not surprising. It is the duty of 
citizens to participate In the primary 
to weed out, so far as they can, the 
less qualified aspirants for public of- 


fice. With the orgy of extravagant 
spending of money extorted from the 
people by taxes which has been go- 
ing on In recent years, men and 
women who are paying the hills 
should, as a mutter of self protection, 
attend the primary and vote, unless 
they want more nnd more unscrupu- 
lous men elected to political offices. 


There Is an old axiom that "One 
has to live or work with a person lo 
really know* him." We have worked 
with Warren K. Brimblecom for 
eleven years and we ought to know 
him quite well. Wo have found him 
honest and honorable, liberal in his 
views and in his dealings with IiIh 
associates. We have frequently dif- 
fered with him in matters political in 
the pnst and expect to in the future. 
We believe that a man of his type, 
conservative, hut not reactionary, 
should lie continued in the Legisla- 
ture. There are too many irresponsi- 
ble wastrels in our General Court at 
present to lessen the minority which 
lias endeavored, if without consistent 
success, to stop Hie constantly increas- 
ing waste of public funds. ' 


It Is encouraging to observe Hie 
distinguished gathering of savants 
and scientists assembled for t lie Har- 
vard tercentenary give so much at- 
tention to human problems. At the 
piesent time any Intelligent endeavor 
to cure the social, political and eco- 
nomic ills which threaten to destroy 
the civilization built up by the white 
races through the centuries, is of 
much more import than studying the 
peculiarities of ancient peoples and 
acquiring more information regarding 
slurs millions of light years distant. 


Residents of Oak Hill in particular 
and all parts of Newton in general 
approve ’of t lie action of the Board of 
Aldermen on Tuesday night in refus- 
ing to grant another extension for 
the operation of the structures and 
machinery at the huge gravel pit in 
Oak Hill under a non-conforming use 
in a residence zone. The first peti- 
tion for the extension of this permit 
was presented when the writer was a 
member of the Claims and Rules Com- 
mittee of (lie Aldermen 7 years ago. 
The petition ut that time asked that 
the extension lie granted for a pe- 
riod of 5 years. We objected, because 
it was (lie custom to extend such 
permits only for a period of one year, 
and because protests against the 
trucking had already been made, in- 
cluding one from the i'eabody Home 
for Crippled Children. At that time 
the petitioner Informed the commit- 
tee as to tlie area of land he owned 
at Oak Hill, the estimated quantity 
of sand and gravel it contained, and 
that It would probably take about 5 
years to excavate this material and 
complete operations at the property. 
After tlie petitioner had excavated on 
his own property, he extended his 
gravel jilt activities onto adjoining 
nropertles until a huge area at Ouk 
Hill had been dug Into for sand and 
gravel. By doing this, in our opin- 
ion. a promise made to tlie committee 
of which we were a member, was not 
kept.

John Cor- 
don of 331 Auburndale ave. said that 
he has no interest in the proposed 
station, but he knows of no opposi- 
tion to it from neighbors and favored 
the petition. He said Hint Mr. Burn- 
ham who conducts nn iodine Inborn 
tory adjoining does not object, as 
the present building extends 12 teet 
further out to the street line than 
it was supposed to have been. No 
one appeared to oppose the petition. 

Gets Two Years for 
Assault on Wife 

James B. Porter. 40. of Green st., 
Cambridge was sentenced to 2 years 
in Middlesex County prison by Judge 
Allen in the Newton court on Wed- 
nesday.

Service may be opened to younger 
men and women.

law and rules all persons employed 
In the state service except those who 
occupy policy-making positions. 

Clarence S. Luitweller — 1, Yes, and 
I huve so voted. 2. Yes. after weed- 
ing out the most undesirable and in- 
efficient appointed under the C'urley 
regime. 

John Temperley — I and 2, No an- 
swer. 

Edmund F. Kneeland — 1. Yes. 2, 
Yes. 

Edwin H. Cooper — 1. You could 
not ask me to forsake the men who 
have given their all, especially those 
who were disabled for their countrx. 
The G. A. R. and Spanish American 
War Veterans were never taken off 
and no organization ever asked it. 2. 
Yes. 

Douglass B. Francis — 1, Will sup- 
port legislation to strengthen and ex- 
tend merit system, but would have 
to see and study proposed bill be- 
fore committing myself. 2. No an- 
swer. 

Alfred R. Guzzi — 1. Yes, 1 believe 
that a veteran should receive 5 or 10 
points in examinations, but not to 
place them at the head of the list, 
because they passed exams. 2, Yes, 
positively. By this legislation career 
men would not he thrown out, be- 
cause they did not vote for the per- 
son or party in power. 

John A. Janse — 1, I am In favor of 
strengthening the merit system, hut 
I will not ignore the service which 
veterans have rendered to this coun- 
try and mine. If elected. I shall pass 
on proposed legislation only after care- 
ful study of the legislation present- 
ed. having in mind only public inter- 
est. 2. Yes. 

Ellis Sutcliffe — 1. Unless the per- 
son who attains the highest percent- 
age is given the position. Civil Serv- 
ice loses its intent and purpose. Pref- 
erence should be given the veteran 
when his percentage is as high as 
any other on exam. 2. I will sup- 
port any legislation which will tend j 
io bring about the placing of respon- 
sible people in 'positions now not gov- 
erned by Civil Service. 

James I’. Akins — 1. Please consider 
me a friend of the veteran. Having 
served in the 10tst Artillery for 8 
years. 1 know something of their ex- 
perience. 2, Yes. 

Warren K. Brimblecom — 1. I be- 
lieve it unfair for a young person to 
compete against t lie veteran who has 
full preference and I believe that the 
state should enact legislation similar 
to that of the Federal government 
giving the veteran a five point pref- 
erence. 2. I believe in the strengthen- 
ing of our civil service laws. Whether 
they should he broadened to include 
all departments of service except ad- 
ministrative positions requires de- 
tailed knowledge of the department in 
question.

Kiwanis Activities 


The weekly meeting of the Newton 
Kiwanis Club was held Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 8, 1936, ut the Charles River 
Country Club, with J. Ernest Gibson 
presiding. 

The speaker of the day was Mr. Ed 
gur A. Perry, representing H. P. Hood 
& Sons, who told In a very interest- 
ing way the story of milk, from the 
time it Is collected from the various 
producers throughout New England 
and brought into Boston, or other 
branch stations, until it is ready for 
delivery. He mentioned that on a 
milk route of loss than fifteen miles, 
it is still more economical to use a 
horse and tenm rather than truck 
delivery and that most drivers prefer 
horses because they know the routes 
and the various stops. 

Mr. Perry told of the difficulties en- 
countered during the flood disaster, 
stating two hundred and fifty trucko 
were sent over the road to New Hamp- 
shire with tractors, electrician, etc., 
to enable them to unload the milk in 
large tanks which were sent to Bos- 
ton. 

Mr. Perry also spoke of irradiated 
Grade A milk. The cows from which 
this milk is obtained are fed on ir- 
radiated yeast: that is, yeast which 
has been exposed to the violet rays 
of light. This develops Vitamin D in 
the milk which is equal in food value 
to four teaspoons of cod liver oil. 
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was tho best man.

to a virtual confiscation of his prop- 
erty. 

"That the Petition for a private way 
here should have been grunted. 

"That a private way under the 
statute is in all respects a public way 
except that the petitioner pays all 
expenses; that this private way 
statute has been an integral part of 
our law for one hundred and fifty 
years and is so important tliut it has 
been often construed by the Supreme 
Court and has been recently amend- 
ed and that even a right of appeal 
front your decision to the County 
Commissioners has been provided for 
it. Its purpose is where one man is 
bottled up by another to prevent ex- 
tortion by providing a right of way 
with full provision for fairly assess- 
ing the dantitges rather than leaving 
the damages to be fixed by the greed 
of the man over whom a way may 
be necessary. Your learned City Soli- 
citor has told you that it is for the 
purpose of taking one man's land for 
the benefit of another. Of course it 
Is. with adequate damages. Such an 
argument is like condemning the 
Queen Mary because it will only run 
in the water, or a (tolls Royce be- 
cause It will only run on land. I ex 
pect your investigator to report to 
you that tills statute approved by the 
practice and experience in this Com 
monwealth of 150 years cannot be dis- 
carded and repealed by the ukase of 
your City Solicitor. Such statute is 
eminently applicable in this case 
where Mr. Murray has put a price 
on a strip of his land which would 
astound the City Assessors if they 
knew about it. 

"I expect your investigator to find 
that Cetrone's Petition for a lay-out 
us a private way here was particu- 
larly fair to all parties for the rea- 
son that this twenty foot strip was 
provided us an outlet for this prop- 
erty long before there were any re- 
strictions on tile width of streets and 
his twenty foot strip was entirely 
adequate until the decision of the 
Planning Board. Here Cetrone asked 
for the privilege of paying for a 
width which he did not want, imposed 
on him for the benefit of other own- 
ers. 

“I should hope that your represen- 
tative might point out some plan fair 
and equitable to all parties for the 
development of this property for the 
good of the City. 1 have heard no 
constructive suggestions yet. 

"I ask you to consider seriously und 
as a Judicial body what you would 
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do If the situations were reversed and 
Cetrone owned the Murray land and 
had the back land of some popular 
citizen bottled up. 

“This present Petition should be 
granted. Remember that a forty foot 
way was never demanded or needed 
by Cetrone, that it was made fort} 
feet on the argument and for the 
benefit of the rear landowners who 
have never offered to pay a cent for 
the expense." 

Richard Hale of Dover, a Boston at- j 
torney, representing Thomas W. Mur - 1 
ray of 584 Centre st„ said that pub- 
lic interest is predominant, and that 
the substance of this matter is the j 
same as when it came before the Al- 
dermen last July. The principle In- 
volved was established at that hear- 
ing. The Aldermen later refused the | 
petition then presented. Mr. Hale | 
commented that Mr. Blakemore has I 
threatened to take the matter to law. 
but knows he would get nowhere if 
he does, and now proposes to appeal j 
the County Commissioners. He 
argued that the attempt to seize Mur-j 
ay and Warren's land is contrary to 
the Constitution and the 8th Com- 
mandment. He said that the Buswell 
family In selling the back land to 
Cetrone,. threw the stump onto the 
piazzas of Murray and Warren.

Labor Backs Landon, 

Says Union President 

CHICAGO, ILL.— Gov. Alf M. 
Landon has the respect and backing 
of the thinking working man, Wil- 
liam L. Hutcheson, general presi- 
dent of the International Brother- 
hood of Carpenters and Joiners of 
America, and director of the labor 
division of the Republican National 
committee, declared.

Many Attend 
Hearings At 

City Hall 

The Aldermnuic Chamber at City 
Hall was tilled on Wednesday night 
when several important hearings were 
held before the Claims and Rules 
Committee. Large delegations were 
present from Newton Centre, Lower 
Falls and Auburndnle to protest 
against a change of zone at the south- 
west corner of Centre st. and Com- 
monwealth live., to permit u gasoline 
station there, and against a permit be- 
ing granted for a gravel pit on the 
Fast side of drove st. on land owned 
by tbe Woodland Golf Cluli. 

James P. Gallagher, appearing for 
Sarah Rand and others, asked that 
land bounded by Commonwealth live., 
Centre st. and Furber lane be changed 
from single residence to business 
zone. He argued that the southwest 
corner of the avenue and Centre st. 
is no longer suitable for residence 
purposes, tliut the old house there 
Is Idle and not an asset to the neigh- 
borhood and that its owners have a 
right to beneficial use of their prop- 
erty. Ill reply to a question from Dr. 
Edward Melius of the Planning 
Board, Mr. Gallagher said it is pro- 
posed lo ask for a gasoline station 
permit should the zone lie changed. 

Protests against the change were re- 
ceived from the Newton Centre Im- 
provement Association and from for- 
mer Alderman George Pratt who said 
lie l'elt sure that the vestry of Trinity 
Church will oppose the change. Oth- 
ers who objected to the petition were 
Charles Adams who owns property on 
Centre st. opposite the proposed locus 
for the gas stution; Francis Mona- 
han, who recently purchased a very 
costly home on the northwest corner 
of the avenue and Centre st.; Samuel 
Kaplan of Commonwealth ave., Ed- 
ward Wales of Furber lane and 
Thomas Walker of Rice st. 

The petition for the gravel pit on 
Grove st. was favored by the Wood- 
land Sund & Gravel Company and the 
Woodland Golf Club. The latter as- 
sociation proposes to sell land east of 
Grove st. and between Moulton st. and 
the Auburndale end of the golf prop- 
erty to the gravel company. Strong 
objections were raised by President 
Floyd of the Board of Aldermen, who 
said an attempt Is being made to 
start another gigantic gravel pit un- 
der the guise of a real estate develop- 
ment. He commented that no individ- 
ual or group should be pulled out of 
a hole at the expense of the people. 
The golf club bus been in ttnancial 
difficulties the past few years. Floyd 
stated thut on the previous night the 
Aldermen lmd taken a step In the 
right direction by refusing to renew 
a permit for the continuation of a 
gravel pit at Oak Hill. He said that 
the petition Is objected to by nearly 
all residents of nearby sections of 
Auburndale and Lower Falls. Others 
who protested were ex-Alderman Syl- 
vanus Smith. Hugh Owens and Wil- 
lard Hodge of Grove st. A showing 
of hands resulted in about (10 object- 
ing to the petition und 10 favoring It. 

Henry H. Harrimun spoke In favor 
of changing the zone on Boylston st. 
near the Brookline boundary from 
single to general residence zone to 
permit development of properties 
owned by Augustus P. Thorndike and 
the Lowell family for a high-class 
garden apartment housing site. There 
was no opposition. 

George J. Martin asked that the area 
bounded by Felton, Washington and 
Chestnut sts. lie changed from busi- 
ness to manufacturing zone. He told 
of the costly property lie owns which 
cannot lie now sold or used because 
of the fact it is in a business zone. 
He related how lie had given millions 
of dollars to Newton residents whom 
lie had employed during the many 
years lie had operated his curtain fac- 
tory, and that lie would be forced to 
ask for abatement of large taxes If 
he cannot put the property to bene- 
ficial use. Julius Lucht objected to 
the change on behalf of the Library 
Trustees, but said he did not know 
whether or not the trustees would ob- 
ject if the zone were only extended 
70 feet Into the former Mugue prop 
erty, as suggested by Mr. Martin.

Fletcher, attorney for the R. G. Shaw 
2nd estate, said that the operation of 
the gravel pit lias seriously affected 
the value of the 270 acres of land In- 
cluded in this ostato which is near 
the Wilbur property. Louis C. Smith 
of Brookline st. said that inasmuch 
as the gravel screened at the pit now 
comes from West Roxbury, why 
should Newton give Wilbur permis- 
sion to operate the plant Indefinitely? 

City Engineer Harvey, In reply 
to questions, stated that while Wil- 
bur had made refills 111 accordance 
with his agreement, there are a num- 
ber of piles of material which have 
not been levelled off, as agreed. Wil- 
bur expressed surprise at this state- 
ment of Harvey's. He said lie hud 
levelled off nil the piles of earth on 
Ills land, but had left somo remain- 
ing on the Esty land pending the 
latter’s decision as to what plans he 
will make. He said he lias tried 
to ful fill Ills agreement with the city. 

In reporting against the renewal 
of the petition for the Claims and 
Rules Committee, Alderman Rawson 
said that because of the revision of 
Section 5G.'i of the city ordinances, 
there is no legal ground on which 
the permit cun be renewed. The 
Board unanimously concurred with 
Ills opinion.

Newton Man 
Was Landon’s 
Boyhood Chum 

Renews Friendship on Board 
Special Train 


The visit of Governor Alfred M. 
Lnndon to Maine last week-end was 
an occasion which Laurence L. Fred- 
erick, a Newton businessman, will 
never forget. Mr. Frederick is pres- 
ident and treasurer of the Newton 
Glass Company and was a boyhood 
chum of the Republican candidate for 
the Presidency at Greenville, Penna. 
The two had not met since the “old 
swimming hole” days and the visit 
of Mr. London provided an opportu- 
nity for them to renew their old 
friendship with Mr. Frederick joining 
the special train at Worcester and 
continuing on to Portland. 

Newspaper stories of the Kansan 
Governor and his possible nomina- 
tion for the Presidency failed to re- 
call to Mr. Frederick that “Alf" Lon- 
don was his boyhood chum. During 
the winter Mr. Frederick visited his 
sister in New Jersey and she Inquired 
as to whom he was going to vote for 
President. He answered that he 
thought Governor London looked pret- 
ty good, to which she replied, "I 
should think lie would, he Is your 
old playmate.” 

The two met at Greenville, Penn., 
where Mr. Frederick’s family and 
Landon’s grandparents, the Moss- 
mans lived. The latter were promi- 
nent people in the town and “Alf” 
used to spend his summers there 
when he was 10 to 14 years old. In 
telling of those days Mr. Frederick 
says, "there were no Boy Scouts, 
Y. M. C. A. or other boys’ Institu- 
tions and we had to make our own 
fun. But we had plenty of it and 
Alf Landon was just as much a lead- 
er in play and mischief among our 
group as he is in politics today. He 
was just as human as any kid. On 
more than one occasion he would tie 
my shirt while I was in swimming 
and soak the knots so the only way 
I could untie them was with my 
teeth.” 

Following the nomination of Mr. 
Landon at the Cleveland convention 
Mr. Frederick wrote a letter of con- 
gratulation to which he received an 
answer expressing a desire to talk 
over old times when Landon came 
to the East. Thus the Newton busi- 
nessman was invited to join the spe- 
cial train at Worcester last Saturday 
morning as the B uest of Sinclair 
Weeks, chairman of the Republican 
State Committee. "I never enjoyed 
anything more than this experience,” 
Mr. Frederick says. "The Massachu- 
setts delegation of more than tlfty 
persons hoarded the Landon special 
at Worcester. Only a few favored 
persons were permitted to enter the 
Governor’s private car. Mr. Weeks 
brought Mr. Landon into our car just 
before reaching Lowell and the Gov- 
ernor greeted everyone, regretting 
that time was limited to hut a greet- 
ing just then. I think 1 was the 
only person there not politically in-

Tho license of the Depot Lunch to 
*>•11 beer and Wine at 108 Oak st., 
Newton Upper Falls, was suspended 
for three weeks by the Newton Li- 
cense Commission on Tuesday fol- 
lowing a hearing.

The Interest which Newton citizens 
have in the coming state and national 
election was evidenced on Tuesday by 
the fact that over 41% of the regis- 
tered voters went to the polls at the 
primary. This is a record vote for a 
primary. There are 33.458 registered 
voters in Newton and 13.862 performed 
their civic duty on September 15. Of 
this number 11.296 were Republicans 
and 2566 Democrats. In addition to 
the interest in contests for nomina- 
tions to the major state offices, the 
contests for the Republican nomina- 
tions for State Representatives in 
both the 4th and 5th Middlesex dis- 
tricts produced additional activity 
among Republicans. Interesting fea- 
tures of the primary in Newton were — 
the sweeping victory of Luce over 
Rowe for the Republican nomination 
for Congress; the plurality obtained 
by Seymour over Congressman Russell 
for the Democratic nomination: the 
success of Douglas Francis in winning 
one of the two Republican nomina- 
tions for Representative in the 5th 
District: the excellent showing made 
against Governor Curley by Green- 
wood in the Democratic Senatorial 
fight; and the big vote obtained by 
McKinnon in the contest for the Re- 
publican nomination for Clerk of 
Court. 

Because of the large number of 
candidates, especially on the Demo- 
cratic ballot, returns from precincts 
were very slow in coming to City 
Hall. Up to midnight only three pre- 
cincts had been heard from and it 
was 3:30 Wednesday morning before 
the returns from the last precincts. 
2 and 4 of Ward 5, were received 
from the Hyde School voting place at 
Newton Highlands. At the Davis 
School. West Newton. 106 voters had 
crowded into the polling place waiting 
to vote when the outside door was 
locked at 8 o'clock. All of these late 
voters were given opportunities to 
cast their ballots. 

John W. Haigis received for the 
Republican nomination 10,692 votes for 
Governor: his opponent. McMasters. 
a write-in candidate, received a scant 
20. Leverett Salstonstali. running un- 
opposed for nomination for Lieut. 
Governor, received 10.741 votes: Fred- 
eric W. Cook, running unopposed, re- 
ceived 10,431 for State Secretary. 
Russell A. Wood received S459 for 
Auditor, and Darby 1503. For Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge received 10,231 
votes, Alonzo Cook 364. Gray 106. For 
Congressman Luce was given 7153 
votes. Rowe 2373. Curtis, 9S5. Luce's 
majority was a tribute to his popu- 
larity in this city in view of the en- 
dorsement of Rowe hv prominent Re- 
publicans of Newton. Frank Brooks 
received 9060 votes for Councillor: 
liis opponent, Parker (who recently 
changed his name from Parfumose) 
668. For Clerk of Court. McKinnon 
had 6217 votes. Bean was second with 
1 S 1 7. 

Although Akins and Guzzi received 


a considerable number of votes for 
the Republican nomination for State 
Representative in Wards 1. 2. 3 and 7 
(the 4th District) as a result of ener- 
getic work, particularly on Guzzi's 
part, they were outdistanced four to 
one by the present Republican Repre- 
sentatives Baker and Brimblecom. 
Although it had been commonly pre- 
dicted that Guzzi would receive more 
votes for this nomination than Akins, 
the latter led the West Newton aspir- 
ant by six votes. SutclifTe ran far 
behind in this fight. In the 5th Mid- 
dlesex District, the strenuous fight for 
the Republican nominations resulted 
in another victory for Luitwleler. as 
had been predicted. The success of 
Francis in winning over Temperley 
surprised many, but proved the effi- 
cacy of organized campaigning. Fran- 
cis had the support of many of the 
members of the Ward Committees in 
Wards 4. 5 and 6. 

In the contests for nominations for 
County Commissioners. Bowditch and 
Wardwell, the present incumbents, 
were far in the lead for the Republi- 
can selections. Fitzpatrick and Rose 
led the field of 22 Democratic candi- 
dates in this city. Hurley received a 
satisfying vote for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor: 1865 to Mc- 
Masters 78. The contest for the 
Democratic nomination for Lieuten- 
ant Governor was close. Philbin 
polled 866 votes. Kelly 755: Galvin 
was third with 323. In the other 
Democratic contests Hurley received 
li'44 votes for Treasurer, and Scan- 
lan SSO: Buckley polled 1415 votes 
for Auditor, and Walsh 405. That 
James M. Curley is not any too 
strong with Newton Democrats is 
shown by the fact that he received 
1269 votes for V. S. Senator, while 
Greenwood was given 610. Thomas 
O'Brien, the Social Justice candidate, 
running on stickers, received 278 
votes. Santosuosso led in the con- 
test for Secretary of State with 3SS 
votes: O'Brien was second with 288. 
and Buckley was third with 2S3. For 
Congressman — Seymour led with 
990 votes. Russell was second with 
764. Brophv was third with 279. Miss 
Jeanette Chisholm of Waitham led 
the field of nine Democratic candi- 
dates for the Councillor nomination: 
she received 530 votes. 

There were no contests for the 
Democratic nominations for State 
Representative. In the 4th District 
Guzzi received 1169 votes, and Akins 
106S. In the 5th District Kneeland 
received 523 votes, and Abrey 37 
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L. V. Haffermehl P

REPUBLICAN HARMONY 

The results of the primary election on Tuesday in Massa- 
chusetts revealed a great deal of the attitude of the voters of 
the Commonwealth along various lines. A clear indication of 
the harmony of the Republican party is given in the large vote 
cast for their candidates. Likewise the defeat of two of the 
candidates endorsed by the Democratic convention for state 
office and the surprisingly large vote given Governor Curley’s 
two opponents for United States Senator positively shows a 
split in the Democratic ranks which may well lead to defeat 
at the November election. There is no question that Governor 
Curley has lost much of the strength which he had two years 
ago and it now seems probable that the attempt to drive him | 
out of political office for the next few years will be successful. 1 

Throughout the state and for all candidates on the ballot the 
voters overwhelmingly showed their support of the candidates 
endorsed at the Republican convention in June. It made little 
difference whether these candidates were opposed or not. 
John W. Haigis and Leverett Saltonstall, at the top of the ticket 
were given a most gratifying complimentary vote, while the 
record-breaking primary total polled by Henry Cabot Lodge 
over his two opponents is still one of the chief topics of con- 
versation. 

In Middlesex County an extraordinary large Republican vote 
just short of 100.000 gave all Republican officials renomina- 
tion by a big plurality. As usual County Treasurer Charles E. 
Hatfield and Register of Probate Loring P. Jordan topped the 
list of totals of 80,000 and 65.000 respectively. Locally the Re- 
publican candidates fared equally well. With such harmony pre- 
vailing in the Republican party efforts for the next six weeks 
should be centered in urging a vote for the straight Republican 
ticket from top to bottom. 


PERSONAL APPRECIATION 

The attempt of Aldermen Akins and Guzzi to win the Re- 
publican nomination as Representatives from the 4th Middlesex 
District was rejected at the primaries on Tuesday in a most 
decisive manner. Republican voters were aware of the situa- 
tion and responded readily to the support of the present Rep- 
resentatives who have consistently opposed the waste and ex- 
travagance of the Curley administration.

Powers’ Paragraphs 


Recently we received complaints 
about noisy fireworks set off in this 
city at celebrations held by certain 
racial groups. Bill, the fireworks 
discharged in this city could not have 
been any noisier than those set off 
between 9 and 10 last night on the 
Charles at Cambridge in connection 
with Harvard's 300th anniversary.

For the past nine years lie has ren- 
dered faithful, intelligent service to 
Newton citizens and taxpayers ns a 
member of the Board of Aldermen. 
Then, when lie seeks a higher office, 
which liis knowledge of Newton, his 
experience in public office, liis proven 
integrity and independence qualify 
him for. he is not successful. Which 
seems to show that a majority of tlie 
Republican voters of Wards 4, 5 and 
6 do not appreciate Hie efforts of a 
man who lias at all times during liis 
public career had their interests al 
heart, and who lias worked for the 
safeguarding of Newton's future as an 
outstanding residential community. 

John Temperley was defeated be- 
cause too many residents of Newton 
do not keep in touch with tlie affairs 
of our city government: affairs which 
vitally concern tlie welfare of these 
same residents.

But. the national sport ol 
Spain for centuries lias been hull- 
fights. And such a gory pastime does 
not tend lo make a race humane. If 


of weeks, instead of being controlled 
by sordid materialists, governed by 
scheming mercenary politicians, and 
dominated (in certain countries) by 
swashbuckling egomaniacs who ad- 
vocate war. civilization would lie far 
more advanced, and Ihe lives of the 
insignificant millions who inhabit the 
earth would be infinitely happier. 

We deprecate the indications of 
wars between European countries and 
pride ourselves on the superior in- 
telligence of this wonderful U. S. A. 
But. wars in Europe in the past, and 
threatened war in tlie future can he 
attributed to tlie economic struggles 
of the various peoples of that crowd- 
ed continent. Here, in this country, 
lavishly favored with natural re- 
sources. where there is a sufficiency 
for everybody (assuming political and 
economic activities were intelligently 
conducted), increasing thousands are 
being killed each year, and added 
hundreds of thousands are being in- 
jured. in needless automobile acci- 
dents. The wealth of tills country, 
which permits tlie masses lo have 
motor vehicles, a privilege only en- 
joyed by comparatively few in Eu- 
rope. results in a deplorable number 
oi suicides and homicides by means 
of automobiles. The reason for I liis 
is the non-enforcement of laws relat- 
ing to safe and sane driving *nn our 
highways. And those multitudes of 
our allegedly, law-abiding, respecta- 
ble citizens, who have debauched our 
police, prosecuting attorneys, and 
even judges, by tlie nation-wide prac- 
tice of “fixing” cases for themselves, 
their relatives or friends who violate 
automobile laws, have been gradually 
breaking down respect for and en- 
forcement of laws against all sorts of 
crime in this country.

Plan Newtonville 
Library Campaign 

A meeting of citizens interested in 
the movement to provide a new branch 
library for Newtonville. one that will 
I adequately meet the needs of the 
residents of that village as well as 
to serve properly the students of the 
■ High School, was held recently in the 
I parlors of the Methodist Church. The 
1 majors and captains of the soliciting 
teams were present and received the 
cards of those who were absent or for 
other reasons were not reached in the 
one day campaign on June 30. 

There is every reason now for the 
assurance that this much needed 
building can and will be secured for 
the benefit of the entire city as well 
as for Newtonville patrons. Some 
$19,500 has been previously sub- 
scribed and more than half that 
amount has been paid in cash. Forty 
per cent of those whose names have 
been listed on cards were not reached 
on June 30 and perhaps this would 
have been avoided if that effort could 
have been made earlier and the cam- 
paign extended over several days. For 
many very good reasons this was not 
possible and an opportunity for these 
citizens to co-operate will be given 
them next week. 

Those who are carrying on the ef- 
fort And that people are responding 
as they always have to such an im- 
portant civic need and believe that 
those yet to be reached will put the 
amount required over the top. Every 
assurance has been given that if New- 
tonville goes on to finish the task it 
has set for itself, the Library build- 
ing will be available for use next year. 

A meeting for all solicitors has 
been arranged for Tuesday evening. 
September 22. In Central Congrega- 
tional Church at 7:30. All are urged 
to be present with cards and other 
material so that full information can 
be given in a short time and they 
may begin their calls promptly at 8 
o'clock. The lists and cards have 
been so divided that there will be a 
minimum number of calls for each 
worker. 

It is hoped the clean-up campaign 
next week will add $15,000 to the 
amount already secured and complete 
the fund required. It is believed that a 
good many who have previously sub- 
scribed may give an additional amount 
now that the success of the project 
is in sight and especially those who 
preferred not to commit themselves 
to future payments The improvement 
in general conditions now warrant 
monthly or quarterly payments spread 
over the period to June 1937.

and postmaster from 1931 to 1935. 
He Is married and resided in Dor- 
chester until recently when he moved 
to Milton. 

The extensive financial responsi- 
bilities experienced by Mr. Hurley 
well qualify and fit him to conduct 
the duties of stale treasurer. Each 
year as postmaster he was held re- 
sponsible for some $200,000,000 In 
postal savings and moneys represent- 
ed by the business in the Boston of- 
fice. The conduct of his office was 
sucli as to receive the highest com- 
mendation not only of the public, but 
of tlie department in Washington. As 
an example, during 1935 lie received 
a rating of 100% in the postal in- 
spection service, the first Boston 
postmaster ever to receive such a 
high rating. 

Mr. Hurley is not an untried ex- 
ecutive but one who has proved his 
ability and integrity. He has the 
necessary experience and tlie natural 
temperament to qualify him to serve 
as treasurer of the commonwealth. 

A novice in politics, Mr. Hurley is 
a man of sterling business qualities 
who bus devoted his lift to financial 
and executive affairs which have al- 
ways reflected high credit upon him- 
self, and would bring efficiency and 
dignity to the responsible office to 
which his party lias called him.

Bacon st. which has a roadway 16 ft. 
wide. Complaints have been made by 
residents of these streets, hut no ac- 
tion hns been taken by the Truffle 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen.

HOW FELIX FORTE GRASPED 

AMERICAN OPPORTUNITIES 


His Rise from Cobbled Streets of Old North End 
to Professor of Law and Judge 
an Eminent Example 


Much has been written of the 
equality of opportunity which Amer- 
ica offers to eacli of its sons, hut 
seldom lias there been so graphic an 
illustration of tills typically Ameri- 
can characteristic as the story of the 
41 years of the life of Felix Forte. 

Born in the North End of Boston, 
under the shadow of the old North 
church, he often played on the cob- 
bled streets around the homo of Paul 
Revere, where there was little to 
encourage the average bjorth End 
youngster to look beyond Ills limited 
horizon. 


studies and preparation for his life’s 
work, however, had only begun. 

He went on to take the degree of 
master of laws and master of arts. 
Finally, In 1932, Harvard University 
law school awarded him its highest 
academic honor, doctor of Juridical 
science. 

Only 41 years old, yet he has been 
teaching law at Hoston University 
since he was 20, and was elected a 
full professor of law at the ago of 
34. Ho was only 35 when Governor 
Allen appointed him special justice 
of the Somerville district court. 



But, as a boy. Felix Forte, whose 
parents had reached these shores 
only a year before he was born, be- 
came early impressed witli the educa- 
tional advantages America held for 
anyone who would reach out and 
take them. 

Rather than follow the example 
and trend of ills hundreds of play- 
mates ho devoted himself to study 
and advancement, and above all else 
tr. mould himself to be a worthy 
product of the principles of liberty 
and opportunity for which his coun- 
try stood. There were many obstacles 
in tils path, but he overcame them 
all, and In so doing developed quali- 
ties of courage and determination 
which eventually were to demonstrate 
that where there is the will to suc- 
ceed there can he no defeat. 

Now, at the age of 41, Mr. Forte 
has become a recognized leader and 
authority in his profession, beloved 
an a teacher of the law, lecturer and 
writer by hundreds ot his former pu- 
pils. Mr. Forte became an ardent 
student of government and Ameri- 
canization during his years at Iloston 
University. When lie graduated, >n 
1916, with honors and became the 
youngest man ever to pass the bar 
examinations of Mnssachussetts, his 


Not only members of the bar 
throughout Massachusetts, among 
them hundreds of his former stu- 
dents, have high respect and admira- 
tion for Felix Forte and his career, 
but men and women in every walk 
ot life through personal contact have 
learned of his high character and 
can attest his ability, knowledge, and 
integrity. 

Among tlie many assets which lie- 
carries to the post for which he was 
nominated at the Republican conven- 
tion in June, of attorney-general, 1 b 
one which perhaps bears the greatest 
testimony to his fitness for the pub- 
lic trust which public ofilce carries. 
That is his exemplary private life, 
and devotion to his family. 

In 1922, while still at the thresh- 
old of his career, he married Alma 
Locatelll of Someville, who remains 
Ills best friend, severest critic and 
constant helpmate. They have three 
children, John, Virginia and Felix, 
Jr. whom the Republican nominee 
for attorney-general delights to tu- 
tor in tlie fine art of amateur pho- 
tography, In which he is expert, or 
join them in their recreation, for, 
with the busy life that Felix Forte 
lias led, his only recreation tints far 
has been Ills family.

WHAT’S IN THE PAY 

ENVELOPE FOR YOU? 


How will you spend your pay this 
week? 

You may have budgeted your rent, 
food, clothing, insurance and laid 
.something aside for amusements. But 
did you remember your taxes? 

Of course it doesn’t matter much 
whether you’ve figured in your taxes 
or not, for you will pay them just tlie 
same. They’re already figured in for 
you. The tax collector will dip into 
your pay envelope and claim about 
one quarter of all you've earned dur- 
ing the week and you will have to 
pay it eventually, in one way or an- 
other. 

Only 75 cents of eacli dollar you 
earn belongs to you. The other 25 
cents belongs to the government. 
And that means of every dollar, every 
week and every month throughout 
tho year. 

Hidden In the price of everything 
you buy are numerous taxes which 
in the end come out of you. Just be- 
cause they are concealed in the price 
of what you buy, do not think you 
escape them. The tax hill you re- 
ceive from the city or town once a 
year is only a small part of tlie taxes 
you pay. 

When you bought tlie alarm clock 
that woke you up tills morning, you 
paid scores of hidden taxes that the 
manufacturer, the wholesaler, the re- 
tailer had to pay, including a 10 per 
cent luxury tax. Yes, an alarm clock 
is considered a luxury for purposes 
of taxation. 

On a loaf of bread there are 53 
taxes. On a package of cigarettes 
there Is a tax of 6 cents. On a bottle 
of milk of magnesia the manufactur- 
er paid 9 4 taxes, and the retailer 
who wrapped it up for you 78 taxes, 
all of which, eventually, are paid by 
you. 

When you pay these taxes you are 
paying for tho tremendous cost of 
government and if you want to re- 
duce your taxes It is up to you to do 
your part in reducing tho excessive 
cpst of government by taking more 
Interest in the kind of men who rep- 
resent you in tho government.

Many Clubwomen 
To Attend 
Unusual Forum 


Already many Massachusetts club- 
women are arranging to attend a most 
unusual Forum to bo held on Sep- 
tember 23rd and 24th in New York 
City. In order that others may know 
of this noteworthy event, and per- 
haps plan to attend, It is announced 
In tills Club Page. There will proba- 
bly bo no more adequate way to learn 
of current national problems than by 
this Forum. 

Presidential candidates and other 
loading spokesmen of the major and 
minor political parties will speak on 
their aims and policies on national 
questions before 3,000 representatives 
and delegates of the women’s organi- 
zations of the country, to be assem- 
bled at the Forum on Current Prob- 
lems to be conducted by the New 
York-Herald Tribune on Wednesday 
and Thursday, September 23rd and 
24th, at the Waldorf Astoria Hotel 
in New York City. 

Among the questions to be dis- 
cussed at this first non-partisan po- 
litical Forum ever to be hold on a 
national scale in this or any other 
country, are Agriculture, Relief, the 
Supreme Court, the Labor Question, 
Currency, and the Budget. The Forum 
will he closed, as usual, by the Pres- 
ident of the United States, broad- 
casting from the White House. Gov- 
ernor Alfred M. London will send 
a message from Topeka. 

Hon. Herbert Hoover will speak 
on "Security,” and Colonel Frank 
Knox will discuss the "Issues of the 
Campaign from the Republican View- 
point." Other important speakers 
will discuss some of the leading cam- 
paign issues for both the Democratic 
and Republican parties. 

There will be one speaker from 
each of the minor parties, including 
Norman Thomas, Socialist nominee 
for the Presidency; Earle Browder, 
Communist nominee: William Lemke, 
Union Party nominee, and D. Leigh 
Colvin, Prohibition Party nominee for 
the Presidency. 

The purpose of the program was 
explained by Mrs. William Brown Mo- 
loney, chairman of the Forums and 
editor of “This Week," as follows: 

"The annual Forum which is 
sponsored by the New York Herald 
Tribune for the organized women of 
the United Stales," Mrs. Meloney 
said, "has come to be accepted by 
millions of women as their non-par- 
tisan guide on current questions. 
Therefore the request has very logi- 
cally and justly been made by wom- 
en who represent large numbers of 
voters and every shade of political 
opinion that the Forum shall be held 
this yeur before election, and shall be 
a presentation by political leaders of 
how they stand on the principal Is- 
sues of the campaign. 

“It will be the first non-partisan po- 
litical Forum, on a nulional scale 
anil reaching millions of voters, ever 
held in this or any other country, hut 
it is a logical outgrowth of all the 
modern forces which are now mak- 
ing possible the mass moulding of 
public opinion. The general subject 
of the sessions will be “The New 
Way of Living.”

Two 
years later, when the Forest was bril- 
liant in fall colors, clubwomen met 
there again, and the president of the 
State Federation had the pleasure of 
presenting to the State of Massachu- 
setts the required 1,000 acres. Since 
that time a Forest Play Day has been 
held annually in the fall. 

Many clubwomen delight in this 
motor trip through fall foliage. The 
country roads are good. There Is ade- 
quate parking space within the res- 
ervation. There are stone fireplaces, 
with wood already cut, for those who 
wish to cook lunch. There are rus- 
tic tables and benches for comfort 
while having lunch, and a well of 
pure water is near at hand. 

Exploring this Forest, with its 
beautiful trails, tho program, and the 
ride homeward at sunset, will make 
up a most satisfying day.

Work of Mound Builders 

Found in Various States 

The remains of the mound build- 
ers, as the vanished people who 
once lived on this continent have 
been called, are scattered over 
most of the states of the central 
and lower Mississippi Valley, on 
the sources of the Allegheny, and 
have been observed away up along 
the banks of the tawny Missouri, 
as well as down by the shores of 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

Mounds are most numerous in 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Missouri Arkansas, Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee, Mississippi, Alabama, 
Georgia, Florida and Texas, and 
are to be found in the western 
part of New York, and in Michigan 
and Iowa. Some of the mounds in 
Wisconsin and Iowa are in the 
shape of huge animals, and there 
| in one near Brush Creek, Adams 
county, Ohio, that is in the form 
of a serpent and more than 1,000 
feet long. At Marietta, Ohio, are 
ancient earthworks that cover an 
area of about three-quarters of a 
mile long and half a mile broad. 

But the most intricate, and per- 
haps most extensive of the works 
of the mound builders are those 
cf the Licking Vallay, near New- 
ark, Ohio, extending over an area 
of two square miles. Many of 
these mounds, notes a writer in 
the Cleveland Plain Dealer, have 
been found to contain skeletons, 
and the appearance of the bones 
has led some to believe that these 
remains point to an antiquity of 
2,000 or more years. A number 
of the works were evidently de- 
signed as works of defense, others 
as burial places for the dead, and 
others again seem to have been 
constructed as temples or places 
of worship and sacrifice. Among 
the remains have also been found 
numerious implements and orna- 
ments, usually composed of stone, 
sometimes of copper (always in its 
native state), and occasionally 
shell and bone. Curious pottery 
has been found, often coarse and 
crude, but sometimes graceful and 
highly ornamented. 


Tea, Coffee as Beverage, 

Traced Back to 350 A. D. 

The use of tea among the Chinese, 
from whom it has extended to all 
parts of the world, cannot be 
traced with certainty any further 
back than to 350 A. D. or approxi- 
mately that time. This use did not 
become general in China until about 
the ninth century. Tea was intro- 
duced into Europe by the Dutch in 
1610, says a writer in the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer. 

How long coflee has been used in 
Arabia, its native country, is not 
certainly known. It was introduced 
into Egypt in the sixteenth century. 
The first coflee house in Europe 
was established in Constantinople 
in 1551. The first person to make it 
known to western Europe seems to 
have been Leonhard Rauwolf, a 
German physician, a great traveler. 

Once introduced, the use of this 
beverage spread rapidiy. Coflee 
houses sprang up in all the chief 
cities. The first one in London was 
opened by a Greek in Newman’s 
Court, Cornhill, in 1652; the first 
one in France was opened in Mar- 
seilles in 1671; the first in Paris in 
tlie following year. 


THE BUSY EVERY DAY LIFE 

OF HENRY CABOT LODGE JR. 


Among Statesmen as a Child, Later Journalism 
Takes Him to Many Countries and 
Many Famous Men •/ 


All of Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr. s 
life has bad a political tinge for even 
as a child, association with his 
grandfather, the former Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge, mnde politics 
and statesmanship part of Ills every- 
day life. Since those early days he 
has continued living In the midst of 
local, state and national affairs — ■ 
and today his office la the cellar of 
his home la Beverly Is a gathering 
place for Ills many local friends. By 
making his home his office, Lodge 
manages to see his wife nnd two sons, 
George and Harry, age 9 and 6, more 
than would otherwise be possible — ■ 
and scarcely a day goes by that he 
does not find some time for his chil- 
dren. Besides politics nnd his family 
life. Lodge’s only hobby Is attending 
training camp, which he does regu- 


lation he nnd Mrs. Lodge proceeded 
to the White House. There they 
found Colonel Lindbergh nnd his 
mother were the only other guests — 
the Lodges are still wondering ns to 
exactly why they were picked from 
the hundreds who would have been 
overjoyed to receive this Invitation. 

When Mr. Coolidge was president 
he spent a summer at Swampscott, 
and at that time Lodge was deputted 
to report on the president’s activity. 
The young reporter did his Job so 
well that his work came to the at- 
tention of the New York papers — 
nnd so he started his career In Wash- 
ington as special correspondent for 
the Herald Tribune covering the 
White House, senate and house, and 
various other governmental depart- 
ments — thus had the entire work- 
ings of the national government to 
watch, examine and learn from. 

His knowledge of governmental 
affairs caused the papers he worked 



larlv as a member ot the organized 
reserves. 

He does a phenomenal amount of 
speech-making and traveling through- 
out the state. Sluce last October he 
has averaged one speech a day and 
has traveled 1000 miles a week over 
Massachusetts roads — consequently 
knows the Berkshlres and the Con- 
necticut valley about as well as the 
eastern seaboard where he lives. A 
strong believer In the Importance of 
the personal element in politics, he 
' knew 1100 of the 706 delegates to the 
Republican state convention when it 
was called to order in Springfield. 

Not only does he know his own 
state and its problems through his 
service as state representative since 
1532, but during the years he served 
as reporter for Boston's Evening 
Transcript and the New York Herald 
Tribune he went to every section of 
this country and many foreign lands, 
having the opportunity of interviews 
with such people as l’rime Minister 
Mussolini, Marshal Foch and others. 
In order to see Mussolini one was 
supposed to liarel special introduc- 
tory papers, but Lodge calmly showed 
Ills Transcript reporter badge with 
Michael J. Crowley’s name on It and 
thus gained admittance past a bewil- 
dered guard who knew only that the 
badge appeared official. 

Another occasion when Lodge was 
most fortunate was when Colonel 
Lindbergh had just returned from 
Ills historic flight across the ocean 
and was taken by a cruiser directly 
to Washington to have lunch with 
the President and Mrs. Coolidge. The 
morning of his arrival the phone rang 
In the Lodge’s apartment and Ike 
Hoover, social secretary at the White 
House, asked If they would come to 
lunch — at first Lodge thought It was 
a practical Joke, but having been as- 
sured of the seriousness of the invl- 


for to send him to report the na- 
tional conventions. So in 192 4, 19 28 
and 1932 he attended these party 
gatherings and through his wide 
acquaintance with public personali- 
ties as well as his detailed knowl- 
edge of politics was enabled to pre- 
sent them graphically to his audi- 
ence. In this pleasant circle, his 
knowledge of politics gave him In- 
teresting opportunities — and Ills op- 
portunities thiabled him to ob’.aln in 
even wider background. 

In 1932 and again in 1934 Lodge 
was elected to tho general court and 
served as house chairman of the com- 
mittee on labor and industry, with 
an Intelligence and lack of partial- 
ity which gained him the approval of 
both employers and employees so 
that agreements were concluded on 
many principal topics of dispute be- 
fore the legislature. There were 
more hills before the commit.ee than 
had ever been the case before. There 
were all the elements of a bad-tem- 
pered tanglo which would hurt ev- 
eryone. After long night sessions, 
many rebuffs, nnd hours of negotia- 
tions more beneficial legislation was 
repor:< d than had been the case in 
any previous year. 

Lodge is an earnest, studious man 
— a cum laude graduate of Harvard 
of the class of 1923 — and at tho 
same time a man who passes with 
flying colors the test of popularity 
among his ncighobrs. He knows Ills 
neighbors personally — their children 
come over and play with Ills or go 
swimming in the ocean which conies 
right up to his back door — lie knows 
people throughout the state in tills 
same personal manner — and knowing 
them and Ills slate ns well as na- 
tional and international affairs he 
knows the place Massachusetts 
should fill in the nation's political 
life.

Oddity in Washington 

One of Washington's real oddi- 
ties is the Cuban Urn, presented to 
President Coolidge in 1928 by Cuba 
for erection in Washington. The 
unusual urn was sculptured from 
fragments of a marble column that 
had been erected in the city of 
Habana as a memorial to victims 
of the battleship Maine, blown up 
in tiie harbor there. The column 
was later demolished by a hurri- 
cane in 1926. The urn stands in 
a garden near a driveway along 
the Potomac.

In 1910, poll and property taxex 
In Massachusetts were $68,590,000. 
They mounted to $142,000,000 In 
1920, and to $225,935,000 in 1934— 
a staggering rise of 229 per cent. 

The state reaches Into your wallet 
for moro than 35 different taxes. 
Mortgago and tax demands have 
wiped out thousands of small home- 
owners. One-third of all tho prop- 
erty In tho state is today foreclosable 
or foreclosed. Real estate la the Com- 
monwealth has been Impaired In 
value by almost a billion dollars from 
1930 to 1934, due to seizure for tax- 
es, foreclosures and other causes re- 
sulting from the tax problem. The

He had 
no previous police record. A Bos- 
ton policeman a few weeks ago came 
across some of the stolen jewelry in 
a Boston pawnshop. Newton police 
were notified and Captain (lood, In- 
spector Crowley and Special Otiicer 
Feeley went to work on the case. 
From a description of the young man 
who pawned the articles, they sus- 
pected Ebel and pinned the breaks 
onto him and Ewseychlk. The latter 
fled Newton and was arrested at Whit- 
insville last Friday.

Aldermen Argue 
Over West Newton 
Gasoline Station 

Station Would Be On Site of 
Players Hall 


The regular meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night was 
featured by a debate between mem- 
bers of the Board over the granting of 
the petition of the Shell Petroleum 
Company for a permit to establish a 
gasoline filling station at 1300 Wash- 
ington st.. in the midst of the busi- 
ness section. The petition had been 
presented at the previous meeting of 
the Board and referred to the Li- 
censes Committee. The committee 
had voted 4 to 2 against the granting 
of the petition. The members voting 
in the majority were Colby. Brockies- 
by. Schipper, Walker. Those voting to 
grant the petition were Akins and 
Guzzi. Alderman Inches of the com- 
mittee was not present when action 
was taken. 

Alderman Colby, chairman of the Li- 
censes Committee, said he did not fa- 
vor the petition because the traffic sit- 
uation which has been created by the 
numerous traffic lights adjacent to the 
locus of the proposed station, renders 
it unsuitable for such a purpose. Col- 
by said that there are many gas sta- 
tions already nearby and there is no 
need for another station. Alderman 
Cronin said that because the city has 
made a mistake in locating so many 
traffic lights near 1300 Washington 
st.. the owner of the property. Ben- 
nett Rockman of N'obscot rd.. New- 
ton Centre, should not he penalized. 
Cronin said Rockman has owned the 
property for 7 years, pays $1700 tax- 
es on it. to deny him the opportunity 
to make use of it Is confiscation. 
Cronin said the new traffic lights at 
West Newton are a nuisance and 
should be changed. 

Alderman Guzzi said that he was 
opposed to the proposed station at 
first, but. after conferring with Rock- 
man. he had changed his mind. Guzzi 
said that Rockman has done much to 
improve the West Newton business 
section by tearing down old buildings 
and erecting new structures. 

Alderman Schipper said he opposed 
the petition for the station because the 
location is bad. there is no necessity 
for another station in the West New- 
ton business area, and because the 
Board should be slow to grant permits 
for gasoline stations as they are 
necessary evils. Aluerman Hutchinson 
said that West Newton is indebted to 
.Mr. Rockman. but the city is under 
no obligation to protect unfortunate 
investors. He took issue with Aider- 
man Cronin regarding the traffic 
lights. He said these lights are of 
great value to pedestrians. Hutchin- 
son. in answer to Cronin, who had im- 
plied that President Gammons of the 
West Newton Savings Bank is favor- 
able to the proposed gas station, said 
that he doubts if Mr. Gammons favors 
the station, although he may be will- 
ing to have the petition granted. He 
said the trustees of the savings hank 
are tlie ones who should be contact- 
ed. and they have not been asked to 
express their opinions. Hutchinson

A STUDY IN CONTRASTS 

A year and a half ago Governor Curley attempted to force 
the resignation of Chairman Eugene C. Hultman of the Metro- 
politan District Commission, who by virtue of this office is 
also Chairman of the District Water Supply Commission. The 
air was full of charges against the Republican member of this 
body and it finally all simmered down to “moral turpitude.” 
Now we find Commissioner Hultman was the one member of 
the Water Supply Commission who would not agree to the 
awarding of the “gift contracts" which have been headline 
news for some time past. And Governor Curley now turns a 
deaf ear to the several requests for the removal of the two 
commissioners who were severely criticized by the Democratic 
Attorney General for their alleged breach of the public trust. 
The Governor states that he will be lenient with them because 
“no man is infallible.” Yet testimony under oath throws sus- 
picion on conferences in the Governor’s office. 

Another interesting angle to the case is the Governor’s state- 
ment in which he congratulates himself for having the fore- 
sight to order work under the “gift” contracts stopped on 
September 4th. He apparently failed to remember his state- 
ment of some weeks ago when he stated, in connection with 
the Quabbin contracts, that if the money thus spent would 
provide work for many men it was all right. In contrast to 
this view is that of the Attorney General who characterizes 
the award of the contracts as an “inexcusable waste of public 
funds.” 

The contrast between the Governor’s views on the matter and 
that of the ordinary citizen and taxpayer are in such conflict 
that if common sense dictates the marking of ballots the re- 
tirement of Governor Curley from political life is more certain 
every day. 


ONE LESSON FROM THE DEPRESSION 

Despite the fact that unemployment is still prevalent to a 
large degree, it is extremely difficult to find persons for employ- 
ment who are capable of doing the work required. During 
the early years of the depression many industrial concerns 
abolished the methods they had been using to train employees 
for skilled work because of the cost involved in maintaining 
such departments. In many other ways the apprenticeship 
and training of prospective employees has been greatly re- 
duced or abandoned altogether. The result has been that 
today it is almost impossible to obtain skilled workers when 
the need for them develops and consequently some industrial 
concerns have found it impossible to complete large orders 
within a reasonably short time. If such orders could be prompt- 
ly filled the unemployment rolls would be reduced, additional 
purchasing power would be released and the effects of it felt 
much sooner than is possible under present conditions. The 
need for constant training of skilled workers is one of the 
many things that the depression has taught us.

CLINT FERGUSON WINS 
U.S. OUTBOARD HONORS 

Clinton Ferguson. 19-year old Wu- 
han resident, scored a grand slam 
Ir. the national outboard niotorhoat 
races on Burnham Park lagoon In Chi- 
cago, winning A. B. and C class com- 
petitions in order. His spectacular 
ttiumph was unprecedented, no driver 
ever having won all three titles In one 
national championship regatta. 

Ferguson's great week-end at Chi- 
cago brought to a close his most suc- 
cessful summer in the flying shingles. 
At Philadelphia two weeks ago he 
dominated the Eastern championship 
regatta by winning three of the six 
events and taking second in the other 
three. There too. he won for 193u 
the magnificent Llpton Trophy, a 
prize valued ct $6000. Ferguson won 
ul! three heats In the special trophy 
competition, pitting his Class C mo- 
tor. with a piston displacement of 
only 24 cu. in., against a number of 
Class F motors, with 60 cu. in. dis- 
placement. 

Stroked Championship Crew 

Clinton attended Newton High 
School one year before entering Ta- 
bor Academy at Marion. Mass., the 
most nautical of preparatory schools, 
l.ast July he rowed the all-important 
stroke oar for the Tabor eight when 
they won the Henley regatta. English 
rowing classic. He is captain of this 
year's crew, succeeding Orville Forte, 
another Waban hoy. Although his 
brother, Crawford Ferguson, is a sen 
ior at Dartmouth and represents thai 
college in the intercollegiate out- 
board races. Clinton is said to be 
heading for Harvard. 

In his first competition of the sum- 
mer. shortly after returning from 
England with the Tabor crew. Clin- 
ton set a new world record for Class 
C amateur drivers In the Hearst re- 
gatta on the Charles River basin, but 
lost the honor when his boat was 
found to he five pounds under regu- 
lation weight. However, he set a new 
record for the Class A mile last Mon- 
day at Chicago, and previously had 
won title to the Class B mile and 
live-mile world marks. 

The Ferguson household in Waban 
is due for a shipment of trophies at 
any moment. In addition to the 
Hearst Gobi Clip. Clinton won a val- 
uable watch at Chicago and no less 
than six championship trophies. Of 
these six. three are perpetual tro- 
phies representing the national A. B. 
and * G class titles. They will have 
Ferguson's name engraved on them 
and will stay with him at least until 
next September. The secret of Clint 
Ferguson’s success on the water is 
summed up by his father. Commodore 
Stanley W. •Ferguson of the Central 
New England Regatta Association, in 
these words. "He is a c ireful driver. 
h>. has good outfits, and gets uncanny 
starts."

Ever since women were granted the 
right of suffrage in 1920, the General 
Federation of Women's Clubs Ims con- 
sistently taken the position that with 
the conferring of the privileges of clt 
i.enshlp came the obligation to as 
sume a proportionate share in the re- 
sponsibilities of government. 

"As evidence that organized women 
have come to regard the casting of 
the ballot as a necessary requisite 
of good citizenship, reports from 
clubs generally show an Increasing 
number of voting members In each 
succeeding election." according to the 
chairman of the department of Amer- 
ican Citizenship. Mrs. J. D. Atwood, 
ot' Roswell. New Mexico. 

"The responsibility of clubwomen 
In an election is three-fold. First 
they should vote: second, they should 
inform themselves as to candidates 
and issues so that their ballots will 
reflect intelligent discrimination, 
prompted by loyalty to the State, 
above any feeling of loyalty to a poll 
tical party: and third, they should 
use their Influence In their communi 
ties to cause indifferent women to 
exercise their right of franchise,” 
says Mrs. Atwood. 

Mrs. Roberta Campbell Lawson, 
president of the General Federation 
ol Women's Clubs, who has left Wash- 
ington to address the annual eonvun 
tlons of several State Federations is 
carrying a ringing message to the 
women of America to rally around 
America, its institutions and tradi- 
tions. and to leave nothing undone 
to preserve them in their finest form 
for future generations. 

“Our country was founded for 
Americans,” said Mrs. Lawson 
"Through generations we have he 
lieved America sincere, and if we 
wish to preserve it each and every 
one of as must do his true American 
duty. To me our glaring failure as 
citizens is not failure to build up 
wealth, or failure to be spectacular 
In world affairs, but it is a slipping 
away front the spiritual ideals of our 
fot efathers. If we can rebuild that 
bulwark, no outside delusions will 
rer.etrate our minds. We are toid 
that there are 6,000 agitators in our 
country today speaking disparagingly 
ot our government and that these agi- 
tators already have 20.000 followers. 
Even with these distressing figures 1 
refuse to he discouraged. Surely those 
who have enjoyed the freedom and 
the protection which our great dent 
oeraey otters must sec the light, and 
return to the fold of sanity and safe- 
ty." 

And at this time when Mrs. Law- 
son warns of the agitators with 
20.000 followers seeking; to feat- 
down mu- country, clubwomen and 
till good citizens will do well to 
ponder her ringing words spoken 
last April 2!*t h over a National Ra- 
dio broadcast, from Miami: 

“Personally. 1 have absolutely 
no patience with anyone — man. 
woman, or child — who refuses to 
salute the flag of the I'nitetl States 
or to take the Oath of Allegiance 
whenever the privilege is offered. 
These acts are symbolic of thanks- 
giving for the privileges in these 
I’nited States.” 

And Mrs. Lawson concludes her 
first tali message to the clubwomen 
of the nation thus: 

“Women have always been the 
center of things in the home and 
in spiritual affairs, and today our 
responsibilities are fur greater than 
those of our mothers and grand- 
mothers because today we have the 
ballot. Our franchise privilege is 
one of our most precious posses- 
sions. 1 beg of you make use of it 
come next November.”

lives. It would take 40 miles of 
freight curs to carry the weight of 
the ship and 65 Pullman sleepers 
would be needed to move the 2075 
passengers which the QUEEN MARY 
can carry on one trip. Fifteen coach- 
es would he required to transport the 
crew of 1200 which mans the ship. 
Over 10,000,000 three Inch rivets were 
used in the construction of the 
QUEEN MARY. Her four propellers 
each measure 20 feet from tip to tip, 
weigh 35 tons each, and are so deli- 
cately balanced that each can he 
turned with a touch of the hand. The 
rudder weighs 160 tons. 

Tlie refrigeration plant on the ship 
totals 60,000 cubic feet; the average 
domestic refrigerator contains 5 cu- 
bic feet. Six miles of carpet are 
eienned every day on the boat by 
vacuum process; 30,000 electric lamps 
Illuminate the ship; seven turbo-gen- 
erators deliver 10,000 kilowatts per 
hour; 40,000 meals are prepared on 
a single trip. The QUEEN MARI 
lias 24 unslnkable lifeboats, each of 
which will accommodate 145 persons 
easily, each Is motorized and all can 
be lowered, fully loaded In a few sec- 
onds, under the control of one man. 
Safetv against lire is super assured 
by u system of automatic sprinklers 
and numerous high pressure mains. 
A system of bulkhead doors which 
can he closed at will from the bridge, 
can coniine a lire and keep out water. 

The numerous palatial public rooms 
on the QUEEN MARY are marvels 
of artistry. Exquisite taste has been 
used in designing and furnishing 
them. They are magnificent in their 
dignified, simple beauty. Masterpieces 
of painting and sculpture adorn them. 
The staterooms on the boats are sur- 
prising in roominess and appoint- 
ments. Even in the third class sec- 
tions tlie staterooms and public rooms 
surpass those of the cabin class in 
steamships built not so ninny years 
ago. Large swimming pools are pro- 
vided for cabin and tourist class pas- 
sengers. ami a gymnasium with tlie 
latest apparatus is under the charge 
ol an expert physical director. There 
is even a children's playroom with 
alluring play devices which will cap- 
tivate tlie little folks. The culinary 
department of tlie QUEEN MARY is 
the Iasi word in modern hygiene and 
efficiency. Our space is all too limited 
to tell to any reasonable degree 1 Do 
remarkable features and details of tlie 
ship, but ,we shall in later issues 
devote space to these.
